CIRCULAR LETTER. 


The Predestinarian Baptist Association called Scioto, in session with the Pre- 
destinarian Baptist Church called Mt. Oak, Fayette County, O , August 
14, 15, 16, 1885, sendeth Christian salutation: 
BELOVED BRETHREN IN THE Lorp— Being mindful 
of the many mercies of our covenant keeping God, 
through the past year, and, while assembled in an 
associate capacity, thought it good to send you this, our 
annual epistle of love, to stir up your pure minds by 
way of remembrance of some of the things pertaining to 
practical godliness. For a foundation of what we may 
write, will call your attention to Philippians nu: 12, 13. 
The Apostle, in giving his exhortation to the Philip- 
pian brethren, says, ‘‘ Wherefore,” as if he desired 4o 
impress very emphatically upon the minds of his 
brethren what he was ’going to say, then-using the 
endearing appellation of ‘beloved.’ He could call 
them his beloved from the fact that they had obtained 
like precious faith with him, “born of God,’ ‘born 
of an incorruptible seed, by the word of God, which 


liveth and abideth forever.” One of the apostles says, . 


“We love God, because he first loved us.” And not 
only love God, but love all those that are begotten 
of God. 

Thus we see a close tie existing between the Apostle 
and his brethren. So great was it, though being tried 
with afflictions and sore persecutions, that he was in a 
straight betwixt two, having a desire to depart and be 
with Christ; but for their good thought it more needful 
for him to remain with them. Oh, that we-all were 
endowed with the same zeal! ; 

“As ye have always obeyed.”’ We do not understand 
the Apostle by this expression to mean that they had 
obeyed while in the state of unregeneracy; for the same 
writer says in his epistle to the Romans, “To whom ye 
yield yourself servants, his servants ye are to whom 
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ye obey.” “But God be thanked, that ye were the 
servants of sin, but ye have obeyed from the heart that 
form of doctrine which was delivered you. Being then 
made free from sin, ye became the servants of righteous- 
ness.’ Therefore we understand the Apostle to mean 
that after they were made free from sin, they obeyed 
God’s commandments, not only while he was present 
with them, but also in his absence. And for their good 
and comfort he exhorts them ‘to work out their salva- 
tion with fear and trembling,” with the blessed conso- 
lation that “it is God that worketh in yee both to will 
and to do of his good pleasure.” 

Thus we behold God as the first cause of all things 
working in us to will and to do. Therefore we are 
commanded to work out that which God has worked in. 
May we all search the Scriptures to know his will 
concerning us, walking worthy of the vocation where- 
with he has called us with meekness and lowliness of 
heart, forbearing one another in love, endeavoring to 
keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace; 
“Adding to your faith, virtue; ‘to virtue, knowledge; to 
knowledge, temperance; to temperance, patience; to 
patience, godliness; to; godliness; brotherly kindness;. 
and to brotherly kindness, charity. For if these things 
be in you, and abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfaithful in the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Finally, brethren, ‘‘ Let love be 
without dissimulation.” ‘“ Forsake not the assembling 
of yourselves together, as the manner of some is.” 
Keep yourselves unspotted from the world. And may 
the God of all grace be with you and comfort -you all. 
Farewell. 


We wish to say to the brethren, that love and 
fellowship reigned throughout the meeting. Jesus was 
exalted a Prince and a Saviour to give repentance to 
Israel and forgiveness of sins. Saints were made to 
rejoice, mourners comforted, and sinners pointed to the 
Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the world. 
The weather was fine, the preaching, able, and the 
hospitality of the brethren and friends did much to 
make the Association one to be long remembered. May 
God be praised.
